Davis, of our township. 


Mr. Davis is of the opinion that the 


fee and salary committee paid the sheriff 
more money than was due him, in their 
settlement with that officer, for the year 
ending Nov. 31,1SSK. 


In onr report we found that the sleiirl' 


had collected for the year S20G5.1."), t'roui 
this we deduct hia personal salary of 
81800, leaving a balance of 1&65.13. Tli« 


law, 
as we understand it, provides that 


any

of receipts of his oRice 


over his personal

certified to. "We found that his expense 
account for the }ear amounted to S13H 
and recommended that so much of the 
above balance be applied to the payment 
of the same, leaving :i net balance in his 
hands due the county of $127.in."

show, ''thi.t he liad earned for which the 
county was liable, fees in insane pauper 
cases and for attenuiuj,' the various courts 
S3'J4,40, and recommended that an order 
be issued in favor of the sheriff for the 
same." 


Now, Mr. Davis claims that we paid 


himthisaraountof83y4.il) in excess of 
personal salary. 
Knowing Mr. Davis as 


I do J am well aware that in writing this 
letter he is inspired by no other desire 
than that the fixed salaries of the county 
officers shall be the limit of the amount 
of money paid them by the county board, 
and I can assure him that the committee 
in question share this desire with him to 
fi very great degree. 
We were very ear- 


nest m onr endeavors to make this report 
conform to the law. Our anxiety in this 
matter led us to counsel with the btate's 
Attorney and with a former member of 
the board of ten or twelve years expei- 
ience. The report was in exact accori 
with their views. 


As chairman of this committee 1 wil 


say, that were it true that we had mad 
such a mistake, we would frankly admit 
it; but since the question was laised as to 
payment m excess of salary we again sub- 
mitted the report to the State's Attorney 
and were assured by him that in paying 
the Sheriff the severa 1 amounts of fees 
for attending the various courts and in- 
sane panper cases we did only what the 
law required us to do. 
Ju this opinion 


he is sustained by J. E. Miller, of Lin- 
coln, 111., who has achieved quite a repu- 
tation as an expert 111 checking up the 
accounts of county ollirerp, and by a gen- 
tleman who has ligured prominently as 
an attorney for the county.
